WI-IAT RELATION HAS SANITATION TO 

. WATER • ’ .

Supply? Pathogenic bacteria are 
bacteria which are harmful to hu¬ 
manity as a whole. 

A certain group of bacteria have 
tiie ability to be motile in li¬ 
quids due to hair like appendages 
called flagella. Thus bacteria re¬ 
lated to water are of this group. 

The main patnogenes which are 
present in water are cholera, ty¬ 
phoid, and dysentery. 

As far as bacteriologists are 
concerned they do not test forthe 
presence of patnogenes. A common 
organism, Escheria Coli found in 
the colon intestine of humans and 


animals. Thus the presence of Es- 
cheria- - Coli in water is positive 
evidence of contamination. This is 
due to the fact that human or.'.ani¬ 
mal feces is transmitted to the 
water. Thus drinking water known 
to be contaminated by pathogenes 
will result in an epidemic. As.far • 
as motility of bacteria present in 
water is concerned, only the patho¬ 
genes plus Escheria Coli Bacterium 
Aerogenese are present. 

Safe advice: Know what you are 
drinking and at all times be precar¬ 
ious as to the place of obtaining 
water for drinking purposes.
